BRICKER OFFERS. 
NEW BILL ON 


Revised Version Sub. 
stantially Same as 
Previous Ones That 


Have Failed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7 (UP) 
—Senator John W. Bricker 
offered in the Senate today a 
new version of his proposed 
constitutional amendment to 
limit the effectiveness of trea- 
ties as domestic law. 

Although reworded substan- 
tially, the latest proposal fol- 
lows the same general lines of 
previous versions sponsored by 
the Ohio Republican. 

The new bill was referred to 
'the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee. The committee approved 
an earlier version by a 11-to-2 
vote last year, but it was never 
brought up for action on the 
Senate floor. 

The key paragraph of Brick- 
er’s latest proposal says: 

“A provision of a treaty or 
other international agreement 
'not made in pursuance of this 
Constitution shall have no 
force or effect. This section 
| shall not apply to treaties made 


prior to the effective date of © 


this Constitution.” 

Bricker said in an accompany- 
ing statement that the new pro- 
vision “would in no wise impair 
the well-recognized constitu- 
tional treaty-making power with 
respect to all proper subjects 
of negotiation between our gov- 
ernment and other nations, nor 
the constitutional authority of 
the President to conduct the 

foreign affairs of the United 
States.” 

President Eisenhower has con- 
_sistently opposed the Bricker 
amendment in all its versions. 
There is no indication that he 
will support the latest one al- 
though Bricker has said the Ad- 
ministration might go along. 

Even if Congress approved 
the proposal, it would have to 
be ratified by three-fourth of 

the states to become effective.

British intervention in Egypt. 

Press Critical. 

Newspaper reaction to the 
policy for the Middle East has 
demonstrated that criticism ex- 
tends well beyond the Conserva- 
tives, who are angered by what 
they consider to be an American 
usurpation of Britain's tradi- 
tional role in the Middle East. 

Reynolds News, a Sunday pa- 
per of the left, posed a series 
of questions about the new pol- 
icy in its editorial and said: 
“Between them the United 
States and the Soviet Union 
threaten to bring undiluted cold 
war to the world’s hottest 
trouble spot.” 

The New Statesman and Na- 
tion, a left-wing weekly, de- 
clared Mr. Eisenhower was now 
doing what Prime Minister 
Eden had asked him to do with- 
out success a year ago. The 
editorial added that “to demar- 
cate the permitted area of So- 
viet activity does not in itself 
constitute a Middle East poli- 
cy.” It warned that “America 
cannot formulate a viable Mid- 
die East policy without formu- 
lating a coherent global policy.” 

These and other views from 
the left emphasize that, al- 
though in the House of Com- 
mons the Labor party supported 
the United States position on 
the Conservatives’ intervention- 
ist policy, the basic anti-Ameri- 
canism of large sections of the 
Laborite movement has not al- 
tered with events.

Later, a senior member of 
Nehru’s cabinet attacked the 
Eisenhower plan directly. Jag- 
jivan Ram, the minister of rail- 
roads, said the latest United 
States proposals were aimed di- 
rectly at the Communist powers 
and would increase internation- 
al tensions. 

Nehru’s reaction had been 
forecast last week by other In- 
dian government officials. But 
one result of Nehru’s trip to 
the United States has been that 
he and his subordinates seem 
eager to give the United States 
more of the benefit of the doubt 
tha in the past and are slower 
to make detailed criticisms of 
United States policy. 

Although Nehru commented 
on the danger of trying to use 
military means to fill the power 
vacuum in the Middle East, he 
indicated clearly that India 
would welcome efforts to try 
to bring stability to the Middle 
East by economic help. He said 
that if 10 per cent of military 
funds had been turned over to 
aid to underdeveloped countries, 
the whole world would have 
changed. 


NEHRU FINALLY 
BRANDS RUSSIA 
AS AGGRESSOR 


INDORE, India, Jan. 7 (AP)— 
Prime Minister Nehru yesterday 
for the first time described Rus- 
sia’s role in Hungary as “ag- 
gression.” 

In a foreign policy speech to 
a Congress party convention 
here, he said events in Egypt 
and Hungary “proved colonial 
aggression and Communist ag- 
gression are not possible in the 
modern world.” 

Although Nehru has sharply 
condemned Russia’s acts in 
Hungary, he and his govern- 
ment in the past have carefully 
described the Kremlin’s role as 
“intervention” rather than “ag- 
gression.” He has always used 
“aggression” to describe Middle 
East events.

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Challenge for Missouri 


Missouri faces 1957 with this balance sheet: 


Liabilities: A steadily declining position rela- 
tive to many other states in population, indus- 
try and national influence, with a state govern- 
ment too wedded to the days and needs of a 
predominantly rural soeiety. - 

Assets: Prosperity except in drouth areas, and 
a new but experienced governmental leadership. 

It will be up to Gov.-elect James T. Blair Jr. 
and the Sixty-ninth General Assembly to try to 
balance this budget. Retiring’ Gov. Phil M. Don- 
nelly's second term in office was both less strong 
in leadership and less unsettled than his first 
term, but he leaves the state in a sound finan- 
cial position. A surplus and a §75,000,000 bond 
issue Make room for progress. 

As a men with family traditions and tested 
know-how in Missouri polities, Gov. Blair will 
have the opportunity to be strong in the office 
which he sought for so long. Before the election, 
the Post-Dispatch expressed the hope that he 
“will make a good Governor if he is elected.” 

Certainly Goy. Blair should have support in 
the Legislature which he knows so well. His 
Democratic party controls the House by 93 
members to 64 for the Kepublicans, and the 
Senate by 21 to 13. The day is long past when 
a Kinney-Casey-Brogan triumvirate could rule 
the upper chamber and defy even Governors.

The Senate has named Floyd R, Gibson of 
Independence president pro tempore, George R. 
Spencer of Columbia floor leader, and Robert 
Pentland of St. Louis caucus chairman. The 
three men represent both rural and urban in- 
terests and long experience. And the Repdbli- 
cans picked an outstanding Senator, Hartwell G. 
Crain of St. Louis county, as floor leader. 

This is the state government's new leadership. 
What should Missouri expect of it? 

The retiring and incoming Governors and 
legislators as well have talked of a more liberal 
welfare program for the aged and needy. They 
have stressed prison reform. They have spoken 
of more adequate funds for health and mental 
institutions and sehools. There is great interest 
in a fixed speed limit and enlarged Highway 
Patrol to reduce a record highway fatality toll, 
and there should be interest in stiffening the 
driver's license law. 

Nearly all these measures mean more Slate 
spending. For this reason Gov. Blair was wise 
to propose appropriations for only one year 
with a study of the whole financial policy. It 
needs study. Primarily it needs a better budget 
system and an income withholding tax. 

The Legislature cannot forever appropriate 
more funds than there is revenue in sight, 
hoping that boom times will let revenue catch 
up with expenses. Before considering new ex- 
penses or new taxes, Missouri ought to find new 
economies and new means of getting full rev- 
enue from present taxes. 

Missouri ought to have a systematic budget 
controlled by the Gevernor, as recommended by 
its “Little Hoover Commission” last January. 
The present budget is a hodgepodge based on 
what departments think they should have. 

Missouri should add the withholding feature 
to iis income tax, both to increase revenue and 
to close unfair loopholes in collection. Eleven 
states report that withholding brought in more 
revenue than they anticipated. Gow. Blair has 
said the system represents “an easier method of 
payment and a better means of collection.” 

7: . > 

Missouri needs a lien and recovery law, by 
which old-age assistance payments become a 
lien against the estates of the recipients. This 
is not unfair to the aged; it would provide more 
state funds for deserving cases. 

Finally, quite apart from its new necessities 
and new financial problems, Missouri ought to 
improve its representative government. The 
state should exchange its dog-days August pri- 
mary, with its light turn-out gnd potential for 
boss control, for a May or June primary. Mis- 
sourians also deserve a truly secret blanket pri- 
mary ballot, so they de.met have to disclose 
party preference to poll officials. 

All these measures constitute a large order 
for the new leaders of the state government. 
But a large order is necessary for a better state, 
and fhere are four years for the sccomplish- 
ment. Se for Gov. Blair and a new Legislature, 
1957 begins a challenge. 
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The President's Drouth Tour 


It is regrettable that President Eisenhower 
does not plan te go inte the whele drouth area 
or the whole drouth problem on his western 
air trip. Missouri must particularly regret that 
it is to be excluded, as wjll Nebraska, South 
Dakota, Nevada and Utah. We hope the Pres- 
ident will yet broaden his plans to include 
Missouri and other of the @mitted states as well. 

In narrowing their consideration to the tem- 
porary emergency, as appears to be the plan, 
we believe the President and his advisers are 
making an even more substantial mistake. 
Drouth has been a continuing problem in these 
states for periods ranging from four to seven 
years, and may be a problem for the future. 

Even temporary relief cannot be well con- 
sidered without reference to permament pro- 
tection. The President might consider that his 
Administration has spent more than $392,000,- 
000 in the past two years on purely emergency 
relief which has not heen altogether adequate. 
This is not a temporary problem or a state or 
even a regional problem, It is a long-range 
national problem. We would like to see our 
national leaders sit down with all the states 
affected, and treat it so. 


U.N, Mission in Budapest 

The presence in Budapest of a small group 
ef United Nations agricyltural and industrial 
experts does not make up for the refusal of 
the Hungarian Reds a month ago to admit U.N. 
observers of Secretary General Hammarskjold. 
It does indicate, however, that the Kadar regime 
is not without respect for the international 
organization—especially as a source of help for 
a revolt-crippled economy, And this may give 
the U.N. some influence over men on whom 
moral suasijon seems to have little effect. — 

The mission, headed by U.N. Under Secretary 
Phillippe de Seynes, head of the organization's 
Department of Economie and Social Affairs, 
entered Hungary with little publicity there or 
anywhere else. This apparently was @ con- 
cession to the regime's fear that the presence 
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of the U.N. representatives, if widely advertised, 


might set eff new demonstrations. And it is 
not the business of the U.N. to stimulate dem- 
onstrations of one kind or another. f 
The mission is an economic fact-finding 
group. Apparently it will have nothing to do 
with the Hungarian political situation. But 
even an economic report may have political 
effects. The findings of the De Seynes mission 
eventually should reach the U.N. Assembly. So 
it ig to the Assembly—from which his chief 
representative walked out—that Kadar will have 
to leek for whatever he expects, He already 
has promised the Hungarian people a par- 
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liamentary government of sorts, and this prom- 
ise undoubtedly was made with the rest of 
the world in mind. What comes of it re- 
mains to be seen. If the rulers in Budapest 
desire full admission to the society of civilized 
nations, they will have to make yery consider- 
able changes. The admission of the U.N. mis- 
sion might be a first step. 
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The Need for Safety at Sea 

The pressing need for higher international 
standards for ship construction and operation 
on the high seas is shown in a report to Con- 
gress on the Andrea Doria- Stockholm collision 
in which 50 lives were lost last July. 

The four investigators, three retired Navy 
and Coast Gyard officers and a Yale professor 
emeritus of marine engineering, were well quali- 
fied and what they report and recommend clear- 
ly shows the need for international study and 
agreements which could greatly reduce hazards 
sueh as culminated in the disaster off Nantucket. 
The four experts, who analyzed what they called 
the “limited information available to date,” 
made no attempt to fix liability for the aceident 
in their seport to the Ilouse Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries Committee, but what they pointed 
out included some blame for both the luxury 
liners. It is difficult to ynderstand why they 
said nothing about the fog conditions and the 
liners’ speed. 

As these experts on sea and ship see it, the 
collision would not have occurred if any one of 
these three conditions had prevailed: If the 
Andrea Dovia had been built according to the 
high standards of American ship construction as 
set forth by Congress; if the radar apparatus, 
which was on both ships, had been “properly 
used”; if it had been mandatory to follow the 
east-west sealanes recommended since 1855. *® 

The investigators conclude that the Andrea 
Doria met by a “very narrow margin” the re- 
quirements on water-tight subdivision as set 
forth in the latest international conventions 
which were adopted at London in 1948. As 
they say: “The fact remains that a fine, rela- 
tively new ship built in accordance with the 
latest international conventions did sink after 
damage apparently less than she should have 
been able to stand.” This bears out to some 
extent the observations of National Maritime 
Union leaders at the time of the aecident that 
American liners are far sturdier ships than are 
foreign vessels. It is worth recalling that Amer- 
ican ships cost more partly because of safety fac- 
tors higher‘than the London cenventions. 

As for the radar, it still remains @ mystery 
why the officers on watch were unable to utilize 
this apparatus, in connection with the degree of 
seamanship they may be assumed to have pos- 
sessed, so that the collision might have been 
avoided. The Doria radar picked up the Stock- 
holm at 17 miles and the Stockholm radar picked 
up the Doria at 12 miles. It is this that the in- 
vestigators must have in mind when they recom- 
mend a plan for “adequate training of deck 
officers, including a requirement for certifica- 
tion of such officers as radar officers.” 

The House Merchant Marine Committee de- 
serves commendation fer bringing about this 
able report on the loss of the Andrea Doria. 
Congress should make use of this valuable piece 
of work. It provides an excellent agenda for a 
new international sea satety conference and it 
could be used as. a warning to those nations 
whose liners are below American standards. 
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Now the Turn of Congress 

Congress listened to the President on the 
Middle East Saturday. Now it is Congress's 
turn to inquire and already the inquiry has’ 
begun. Secretary Dulles has commenced the 
presentation of the Eisenhower Administration’s 
testimony before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee. After sessions on the House side, 
similar meetings will be held with the Senate 
Foreign Relations Cemimittee. The prospect is 
that a fortnight or lenger may pass before 
Congress votes on the President's proposal. 

Assuming the passage of a resolution that 
approves standby authority in some appropriate 
form, there is good reason for Congress to ask 
some questions of President Eisenhewer. Since 
the President has asked Congress to share re- 
sponsibility in advance, Congress needs to know 
in reasonable detail what the Administration 
has in mind. 

President Eisenhower received an unprece- 
dented vote of confidence last November and - 
there can be little question that he has wide 
popular support in his Middle Kast proposal. But 
at the game election ‘something happened that 
has not happened since the establishment of 
the Democratie and Republican parties on their 
present basis—the country elected a Congress 
of the opposite party from that of the President. 
This means that the people expect Congress to 
fulfill its proper role in the conduct of the 
Gavernment, including legitimate and construc- 
tive inquiry into presidential policies. 
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Diseord in a Decision 
Before the Missouri Supreme Court decides 
whether to rehear the “county offices’ cese— 
and we believe a rehearing is indicated—it might 
with profit look in another direction. 


Specifically it could examine its “eounty 


offices” decision in the light of that section of | 


the State Constitution dealing with the powers 
of the people of St. Louis and St. Louis county 
to adjust their governmental relationships. 

In the “county offices” case the court held 
in effect that the people of St. Leuis, which 
the Constitution recognizes as both a city and 
a county, lack the power te combine these two 
layers of government. But Article VI, Section 
20 (a) seems to spell out several methods under 
whieh they might do so in concert with the 
people of St. Louis county. If that is the case, 
it is a long way home. 

Under one of these methods the people of 
city and county can combine their “territories 
and governments” under the city government. 
In effect, then, the court’s decision seems to 
mean that St. Louisans can get rid of their own 
county government if‘they can absorb St. Louis 
county. Another method of achieving this same 
end would require St. Louisans to permit them- 
selves to be taken over by St. Louis county. 

A third method, the people of St. Louis coun- 
ty co-operating, would seem to permit the city 
to absorb only parts of the county and con- 
solidate government in the areas absorbed but 
not in the city itself. This verges on admini- 
strative madness, but that is where the court's 
decision seems to lead. 

The State Constitution clearly recognizes St. 
Louis as both a city and a county. The Con- 
stitution clearly grants to any county with a 
population of 85,000 or more the right to fix 
the number, kinds, manner of selection, terms 
of office and salaries of its county offices. St. 
Louis clearly has more than 85 ,000 population. 
. Surely then the court would not fly in the 
face of logic, proper publie policy or common 
sense if jt re-examined its narrow decision 
this case and granted St. Leuisans a power

Henry Hazlitt, a contributing editor 
to Newsweek magazine, has proposed 
that we insure the integrity and dignity 
of the United Nations Organization by 
the simple expedient of expelling ag- 
gressor nations. 

This is not a new idea, nor wholly 
irrelevant: it is plausible and, at first 
sight, persuasive, After all, the U.N. 
Charter extends membership to “peace- 
leving states which 
accept the obliga- 
tions contained in 
the Charter,” and 
after all, too, the 
Charter itself pro- 
vides for both sus- 
pension and expul- 
sion ef nations 
which “persistently 
violate” its princi- 
ples. 

The legal right 
to expel wicked 
nations ig _ there- 
fore clear enough. 
And... quite aside 
from the legal sit- 
uation, what a ravishing prospect opens 
up before us if we but take this course 
—a world organization made Op exclu- 
sively of nations and peoples dedicated 
to peace and to law, an organization of 
the saved, not the damned. 

Yet a moment's reflection suggests 
difficulties. This glittering formula, 
far from being a solution of our pres- 
ent problems, would be merely an ag- 
gravation of fhem. For we must ask* 
ourselves the most elementary of ques- 
tions: Suppose this policy were pos- 
sible; what would be its consequences? 


The Most Practical Question 


It is the failure to consider conse- 
quences that is, perhaps, the most seri- 
ous fault in political ‘thinking, and it 
is a fault to which Americans (so 
George F. Kennan tells us) are pecul- 
iarly prone—gocminy because they have 
so often in the past found it easy to 
avoid consequences in world affairs. 

We ask ourselves, then, the most 
practical of questions: If we succeed in 
expelling aggressor nations, what could 
the United Nations do that it cannot 
do now? Could it save Hungary from 
Russian papreemen if Russia were out 
of the U.N.? 

Could it solve the Middle Eastern 
crisis if Israel were to be branded an 
aggressor and expelled or -—- what is 
quite as logical—if Egypt were to be 
branded an egeroneer and expelled? 

Lincoln fa an analogous problem 
in 1861 when Southern states, dissatis- 
fied with the prospect before them, 
withdrew from the Union. “Can strang- 
ers make treaties easier than friends 
can make laws?” he asked with charac- 
teristic reasonableness.

Tempting and Dangerous 


Can we beans outcast nations to rea- 
son more easily than we can consult 
within the family of nations? 

Almost all Americans would agree in 
branding Russia an aggressor nation, 
and there would be widespread support 
for this view throughout the globe. We 
might assume, then, that Russia could 
be expelled, and the prospect of a U.N. 
without Russia is a tempting one. 

But what of Britain and France? 
Four Asian nations—India, Indonesia, 
Burma and Ceylon—have already, on 
Nov. 14, branded them aggressors. Sup- 
pose | had not withdrawn their 
forces from Egypt. Are we to brand 
them aggressors and expel them? 

With Russia, Britain, France and 
Communist China out of the U.N. the 
United States would be the only great 


power left. Perhaps—who knows—it 
would be our turn next.

This is clearly a dangerous game,

Surely we would regard as mad any- 
one who seriously suggested that be- 
cause Alabama and Georgia refused to 
abide by the Constitution as interpreted 
by the Bupreme Court they should be 
expelled from the Union. 


The Way the U.N. Works 


As long as a nation is a member of 
the U.N. it is subjeet te the innumer- 
able pressures and conditions of mem- 
bership. There are the practical condi- 
tions of membership in a score of use- 
ful subsidiary internetional organiza- 
tions, There are legal restrainis—far 
from negligible as recent events have 
proved. ere is an opportunity to 
carry on educational work in the U.N. 
organization itself. 

For example, wouldn't it be a pity if 
we had expelled Poland and Hungary 
in years past? And there are moral 
restraints, impalpable but - powerful. 
These cannot operate effectively with- 
out the United Nations. 


_ There is-a final consideration that 
should not be ignored and that con- 
cerns, particularly, ourselves. That is 
the psychological or moral aspect. 

The habit of dividing the world be- 
tween the saved and the damned, and 
unhesitatingly putting ourselves in the 
first category and others in the second, 
is as dangerous for a group as it is for 
an individual. It will inevitably antago- 
nine and outrage peoples beyond the 
pale. } 


No Nation Is Simon-Pure 


Moreover, it is wholly unrealistic. 
That in a given situation—such as the 
invasion of Hungary—the Russians are 
aggressors and we are “peace-loving” is 
crystal clear. But few situations in 
international relations are quite this 
elear, and it is significant that India 
has distinguished between Russian 
aggression and British, and condemned 
the British more severely. 

That in a more complex situation, 
such as the Israeli invasion of Egypt 
nd the Anglo-French attack on the 

uez Canal, we share with others ulti- 
mate responsibility and ultimate guilt 
is clear. That, in fact, every nation, 
like every individual, bears some of 
the guilt of a troubled world is a lesson 
that moralists atid philosophers have 
preached for 2000 years. 

Even those nations or individuals re- 
luctant to accept their share of respon- 
sibility or of guilt should be willing to 
concede that it js neither wholesome 
nor admirable to be certain of their 
moral superiority, ©

Idea may be attractive to some Americans, but other nations 
have different idea as to what constitutes aggressors, historian 


He Discovered America 


VOYAGER TO DESTINY, by Emily V. 
Werinner. (Bobbs-Merrill, 267 pgs., $4.) 
For several decades before Com.- 

modore Matthew C. Perry steamed his 

fleet into Tekyo Bay in 1853, ending 

Japan's two centuries of enforced iso- 

lation from the “barbarian lands” across 

the seas, small numbers of Japanese 
fishermen had been coming in contact 
with American ships paying Far Eastern 

waters off the coast of Japan. In a 

group of shipwrecked Japanese fisher. 

men picked up by the Massachusetts 

whaler “John Howland” in 1841 was a 

15-year-old bey, Manjire, who chose to 

return to Massachusetts with the cap 
tain, Thus began one of the most fas- 
cinating, but little told stories of his- 


ry. 

After completing his education, Man- 
jive prospected for gold in Californie, 

came first mate on an American ship 
and gradually saved money for a return 
trip to Japan. It did not promise to 
be pleasant; Japanese law was ex- 
plicit and harsh ahout those “who went 
into a foreign country, stayed there 
and later returned home.” But he 
worried about his mother and great 
was filial piety in nineteentb-century 
Japan. Further, he wanted te teach 
his people Western skills and know!l- 
edge. . he returned to his homeland 
in 1851, fecing possible execution. 

* 


Although suspect from the first, he 
greatly interested the Japanese sho- 
gunate with his knowledge and expe- 
riences. Gradually, he gained the con- 
fidence of certain officials in the ruling 
hierarchy. He was a teacher, a trans 
lator, a general adviser on foreign mat- 
ters, a shipbuilder—a commoner whose 
experience, background and knowledge 
raised him to samurei status, ! 

Interest in Manjiro, called by many 
Japanese “the man who discovered 
America,” has grown in recent years, 
but only the general outline of his wide 
interests and activities was known by 
Westerners and the Japanese them- 
selves, Much of his work in those 
action-filled years after his home-com- 
ing was kept gecret, 
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However, Emily V. Warinner’s book 
does much to introduce Manijiro as in- 
fluential in ending Japan’s long exclu- 
sion. Her study is well-rounded, al- 
though some may question the emphasis 
placed upon Manijiro’s visits to Hawaii 
and his special relationship with the 
Rev, Samuel C, Damon, editor of The 
Friend, of Honolulu. Nevertheless, his 
contact with the minister was of ines- 
timable value in aCquainting Manjiro 
with world affairs. 

Some scholars may dispute the state- 
ments that Manjiro had no direct 
contact with Commodore Perry or any 
other American during the fateful days 
of 1853 when American warships were 
in Tokyo Bay. Indeed she adds that he 
was many miles away from the meeting 
place. Probably none of the Amer- 
icans saw Manijiro on this visit, but 
several Japanesé writers claim he was 
hidden in a room adjoining the con- 
ference root. 

Nevertheless, Miss Warinner's study 
may very well serve as the definitive 
work on Manjiro for many years to 
come, She has written with care and 
patience, and the result is rewarding.

AM a collector of high dudgeons or, more accur-

(Werner 
once dropped into a chair next to me at Bleeck’s and 
announced with a heartfelt sigh of relief that he had 
just polished off the Thirty Years War.) 

Werner’s special province is the Republican party 
and he denounces Republicans with overwhelming 
scholarship, naming names, dates of misfeasance and 
malfeasance in public office and consigning the whole 
dastardly pack to eternal hellfire.

T HAS been my good fortune 
that wherever I worked I was 
surrounded by friends. Per- 

haps it was because I wore a 
perpetual grin. It won more 
friends and influenced more 
people than anything else I 
ever did. But where women 
were concerned, I was as back- 
ward and_ self-conscious as 
could be, though I'd spent half 
my life in honky-tonks and 
burlesque shows. 

It is a strange commentary 
on the long years I spent in the 
theater, constantly surrounded 
by women, some of them u- 
tiful, many of them alluring, 
and all of them sophisticated, 
that the only serious romance 
of my life was with a girl who 
had nothing to do with show 
business, the girl I eventually 
married. 

I was 21 and grown up be- 
fore I fell in love. Mine had 
been a man’s world, and all the 
devotion I might have wasted 
in teen-age love affairs I gave 
to my mother.

Our act was improving. My 
comedy routines were catching 
on. Good notices appeared in 
the press whenever the review- 
ers sat through the act. But we 
were still being used to empty 
the house. There still were 
people who thought it good 
manners to get up and leave 
when the acrobats came on. 

We had hardly made our en- 
trance that night in Duluth 
when several people got up and 
left. Though I didn’t know it 
at the time, one of them was a 
very superior young lady. (I 
didn’t know until later how 
Superior she was: she was born 
there.) 

We played in Winnipeg the 
following weekend and, though 
I didn’t know it, this same 
young lady was in the audience. 
But again showing her disdain 
for acrobats, she left before the 
last act. 


We were on the Canadian 
National headed west a few 
days later when I saw the 
young lady for the first time. 
She was in company with her 
mother, and in the course of 
the day every male on the train 
made a point of passing her 
seat two or three times. She 
was sitting near other members 
of our vaudeville troupe and 


‘“fhey all flirted with her. Amid 


such competition, I knew I'd 
have to use diplomacy if I 
hoped to make an impression 
on her, so I concentrated on her 
mother.

AY coach passengers in 
Prose days brought their 

meals with them in huge 
baskets or ate at specified stops 
along the way.

HE script writer who did 

Hamlet once expressed some 

doubt that there was ‘much 
in a name. Anyone taking a 
quick flashback at the titles of 
the Broadway offerings during 
the season 1920-21 should not 
believe all he reads. It was an 
indefinite era—half way be- 
tween the gaslight period and 
the gasoline age—and the titles 
of books, plays, and songs re- 
flect it. “Tickle Me,” “Scram- 
bled Wives,” “Jim Jam Jems”— 
there’s a triplet of shows that 
might illustrate what I mean. 


I can’t speak for the others, 
but “Jim Jam Jems” made no 
attempt to be anything but pure 
entertainment. It was simply a 
show that had no axes to grind, 
no rules and regulations to live 
up to, no great social message 
to put across, and nothing to 
do but be jolly. 


The whole entertainment de- 
pended upon the antics of a 
number_of people who were 
“sure with vaudeville 
audiences. There was Harry 
Langdon, in that most frequent 
of all features of that era, a 
broken-down automobile act, 
But common as the act was, 
Langdon was tremendously 
droll. The audience shrieked at 
the gorgeous imbecility of the 
turn. Ada Mae Weeks and 
Frank Fay were starred. Fea- 
tured also were Stanley Forde, 
Ned Sparks and Elizabeth Mur- 
ray. 

These were the principals 
and this the show that John 
Cort signed for me. It was a 
challenge the like of which I 
had never known. I knew I'd 
earn any applause I got with 
such competition. If the critics 
even mentioned me I'd be 
so I didn’t ask for fea- 
ture billing.

But it 
was Broadway! 

Then while the show was still 
in rehearsal, I overheard the 
authors arguing about my part.

And when a nice long review 
appeared in Billboard, Stoddard 
collected the hats. 

John Cort now thought I 
should get star billing. “But 
I'm going to wait a couple of 
days,” he said, and then, notic- 
ing the look of anticipation on 
my face, he added, “at least un- 
til tomorrow morning.” 

“When, what time?” I asked. 

“Oh, don't worry,” he said. 
“We'll do it tomorrow!” 

Gosh! I thought. Tomorrow 
I'll be a star. I saw him again 
that night after the show and 
asked him again what time they 
were going to put my name up. 
He said the painter was to be 
there at nine o'clock. There 
was a big marble slab in front 
of the theater where the names 
of the stars were painted in 
large gold letters, and a space 
on the marquee for names in 
electric lights. 

I was up bright and early

in front of the theater when 
the sign painter showed up.

ANSWER: I’m afraid it’s not 
solely the chill in the air that 
leads your local radio an- 
nouncers to say free-ZAY. You 
see, there are two kinds of fab- 
rics very similarly named. 
“Frieze”’—pronounced FREEZ 
—is correctly used to designate 
a heavy wool cloth with an un- 
cut, shaggy nap on one side. It 
is generally used as an over- 
coat material. The cloth {s be- 
lieved to have originated in 
Friesland, Holland, whence it 
got its name. 

The upholstery fabric, how- 
ever, is correctly spelled “frise”’ 
and, in its original French 
form, had an acute accent on 
the final “e”—thereby calling 
for the pronunciation free-ZAY. 
Frise, which comes from the 
French word “friser,” to cur), 
is a fabric with a thick pile 
made of uncut loops or a com- 
bination of cut and uncut loops.

SO IT APPEARS that your 
station manager can qualify as 
“erudite” if he is—as seems 
likely — talking about frise 
rather than frieze. However, his 
“assessories” have got to go. 
This is a wholly’ inexcusable 
and very nearly illiterate pro- 
nunciation of “accessories.” The 
only acceptable pronunciation, 
of course, is ak-SESS-uh-rees. 

Perhaps he will choose to 
emulate the prodigiously erud- 
ite Dr. Samuel Johnson who, 
when taxed by a critic for omit- 
ting an important word from 
his first dictionary, disarmed 
her completely by admitting 
that the error was the result of 
“Ignorance, Madam, sheer 
ignorance!”

Medical Questions

EAR DR. STEINCROHN: My mother has heart trouble 
[) =» suffers from leg-swelling and shortness of breath. 
In addition to digitalis the doctor has her on a “mer- 
curial diurectic.” She was doing exceedingly well for a few 
: months. She could work 
around the house without 
getting short of breath and 
the swelling in her ankles 
disappeared. But lately she 
has been very tired—too 
tired to move around. I 
can’t understand it. She 
keeps taking the digitalis 
and also the mercury medi- 
cine. She is not due to 
see her doctor for another 
few weeks. (It is about 
Sa Ts three months since she has 
DR. PETER STEINCROHN seen him.) We have great 
confidence in our doctor. In the meanwhile, perhaps you 
can give us some reason for her present condition. 
MR. K.J.A. 
Answer: We doctors agree that mercurials and such 
medicines as Diamox have saved thousands of cardiacs. I 
have treated many patients who seemed to be getting no- 
where on digitalis alone; after prescribing a mercurial their 
edema disappeared, their breathlessness vanished and they 
were able to return to work. Quite often these medicines 


were the difference between invalidism and relatively good 
health,

BUT THERE IS potential danger in the best of medi- 
cines. As I have written in this column, under certain 
conditions even “good old aspirin” can turn into a killer. 

Your mother’s weakness may be due to her heart condi- 
tion primarily. However, I believe your doctor will be sure 
to check on the salt level in her urine and blood. We have 
come to realize that these mercurial drngs should not be 
prescribed indiscriminately. Often, when taken over long 
periods without medical supervision, they tend to danger- 
ously lower the salt level in the cardiac patient. Patients 
with “hypochloremia” cre often overlooked unless the salt 
is checked. 
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I BELIEVE that patients on these drugs should be ex- 
amined as often as diabetis have their blood sugars checked. 
We don't go prescribing insulin unless we know how much 
sugar there is in the blood or urine, Likewise, it is well 
not to let a patient “be on his own” for months without 
knowing what his salt levels are. 

Other symptoms due to low sodium levels—in addition 
to tiredness—are: drowsiness, muscular cramps, ——— 
faintness, nausea and vomiting.

STEINCROHN Isn't the richest edible food 
source of vitamin C found in orange juice? MR. K.N. 
Answer: According to recent information, Acerola juice 
(obtained from the Puerto Rican cherry) has from 50 to 
100 times the vitamin C content of orange juice. It can be 
blended with any fruit juice or liquid. It is particularly 
valuable if your infant is allergic to orange juice.

Oil Man's Memory Helped FBI. Catch Machine Gun Kelly, Others —How 'G-Men Phrase Began

Everyone knows of the FBI, 
but surprisingly few people 
know how it operates, guard- 
ing national security, tracking 
down criminals, protecting civil 
rights.

G suly 23, after midnight on

The operator quickly switched 
the call to the home of Director 
J. Edgar Hoover. 

Mrs. Charles F. Urschel of 
Oklahoma City spilled out to 
him the story that her husband, 
a wealthy oil man, and a friend, 
Walter R. Jarrett, had been kid- 
naped. 

She told Hoover that she and 
her husband were playing 
bridge with Mr. and Mrs. Jar- 
rett on the Urschels’ screened 
porch when two men, armed 
with a machine gun and a pis- 
tol, opened the door and 
stepped onto the porch. 

“Which one of you is Mr. 
Urschel?” one of the gunmen 
asked. 

When neither Urschel nor 
Jarrett replied, the kidnaper 


said, ““Well, we'll take both of 
them.”

What should South bid on 
each of these hands? 


1, @AKJ103 $1042 $93 #AQS 

Answer: Three no-trump. 
There’s a temptation to make a 
jump rebid in spades, particu- 
larly with the honors, but that 
double club stopper makes the 
three no-trump call just about 
imperative. This can easily be 
a nine trick at no-trump and 
three spades will almost surely 
force your partner, probably 
with nothing in clubs, to go to 
the four level. 


2. &€KQ10863 975 @K4 &J73 

Answer: Two spades.- You do 
not have enough to jump to 
three and insist on game. No 
fit has been found, what with 
your doubletons in partner's 
suits, and your spade suit is by 
no means independent. Two 
spades is better than no rebid. 


3. @A9643 $105 @KQ3 Hh1052 

Answer: Three diamonds. You 
have just a bit too much not to 
want to give partner a second 
chance. 


4. @KJ642 GJ6 $74 &10832 

Answer: Pass. You don't show 
this dubious preference — J-6 
over 7-4—when you know game 
is hopeless and you just can’t 
stand partner’s making even one 
more bid. 


5. @AQ832 Y102 SKI &9754 
Answer: Two hearts. Here, 
with a better hand, we show a 


preference even though our 
hearts are actually weaker than 
our diamonds. We can stand 
partner’s going on and there 
may be game somewhere. The 
rather weak five-card spade suit 
is not worth rebidding. If part- 
ner has a weak two-suiter with 
shortness in spades, a two-spade 
bid by us might even lose the 
part score. 


6. AAKJ64 YAQE $Q2 &963 

Answer: Four hearts. Slam is 
possible. But if we bid three 
hearts only, as a temporizing 
measure, we cannot bid again if 
partner just says four hearts as 
five could be in danger. So we 
show greater strength than 
three hearts (followed by a pass) 
would show, by the double jump 
to game. Partner will know on 
this bid that we have some slam 
interest. 


7. @K9752 Y3 $862 &KII3 

Answer: Pass. Too weak to 
make a further bid. The proba- 
ble double club stopper doesn’t 
justify trying two no-trump 
when the rest of the hand is so 
barren and with nothing in 
partner’s suits. 
8. €4AQ742 YKGES 4 HKQIOB 

Answer: Three  no-trump. 
Obviously some strong bid must 
be made. We don't like three 
hearts with so little in hearts 
and diamonds and so very much 
in the unbid club suit. We also 
don't like three clubs at this 
point as that bid might imply 
less of a fit with partner than 
we actually have. Three no- 
trump should prove to be the 
most illuminating call.

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Window Frame Trouble. 

ACK in the good old days 
Bi: there was a damp spot on 

the wall under a window or 
if the paint began to peel off 
the window sill you could be 
pretty safe in saying that there 
must be a leak in the outside 
wall or the window frame, To- 
day it’s not so easy. These head- 
aches may be due to a leak or 
they may be due to condensa- 
tion on the window or storm 
window glass. 

What happens is that if the 
storm window is tightly. fitted 
into the frame and the joints 
between the two coated: with 
caulking compound, any mois- 
ture that might get into the 
space between storm window 
and inside window can’t flow 
off the sill. It just sits there 
and eventually finds a crack 
where it can seep down to dam- 
age the inside wall and start 
the paint on the sill to peeling. 

One easy solution to this 
problem is to drill a few little 
“weep” holes along the bottom 
of the storm window sill. This 
will allow any water that should 
be present to drain away. An- 
other remedy is to make sure 
that there are no open seams 
in the window frame around 
the sill and that the sill and 
adjoining woodwork are well 
coated with paint. Two or more 
coats of enamel do a fine job 
here and when the last coat is 
dry, a coat of paste wax will 
help protect the finish from 
moisture and make cleaning 
easier. 

Should you find any open 
seams, fill them with putty or 
white lead before you paint.
